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JNTRODUCTION 



% It was the planning committee's desii^e to create occupatioital* uni t ' 
plans that would' enable every child in the school system to be as tully 
aware as possible of the various career fields and their effect upon him 
as an individual. These plans were then formed with the Idea of serving all 
children. - ' • * ^ ' 

It is the purpose of this program to create within our children an ' 
awareness of the magy aval lable* jobs in the world of work, and. to instiU 
V^ithJn them the .worthiness of work. . 

We base .our curriculum design on the fifteen occupational clusters as 
defined by the United States Office of Educathon. A matrix for the units 
w^s developed to cover all f i fteen occupation^al clusters by the end of the 
sixth grade. It also reinforced this by covering all the clusters again by 
the end of the twelfth grade. .We felt that in doing this, students would 6t 
least see some aspects of all areas of occupational employment during their 
schooj 6areer. * • ' ' . 

7 You may notrxe that* there are differences in the design of sorfie of the 
teaching units. This is due i to two different factors: (1) the producer of 
each unit is an individyal; and (2) we tfpgraded our unit design during our , 
year of developmental trial and error. 

You will also notice, that there are some repetitions of units. This Is 
due to the many people involved >in. developing our curriculum. We would-also 
like to explain that these ye only samples of what can be done as far as 
teaching units. There are no strict guideHnes on how you reach your students- 
That Is up to you and. your students. What will work forgone group will not 
always work for another group. Therefore, use these units as a guide or 
reference but not* as a restricted entity.

THE TEACHER'S FUNCTION 
IN, ELEMENTARY CAREER EDUCATION ^ 

The teacher's function in career development fs to help the child to 
grow sound and sturdy personalities and to develop a healthy attitude towards 
himself and towards others. , ^ , ♦ 

The. teacher mus^ realize that problems of human relationships are as 
important as subject matter, i i^ormation, and skills. .The lasting effect may 
make it more irpportant in the world i)f work; therefore, the^ teacher must guide 
and counsel youth with their problems. s ^ 

This very. subject is the reason for teaching the unit method in career 
education; The activity unit Ian be adapted to provide for individual differences. 

The teacher must provide a variety of interestin'g and appropriate reading 
materials such as library and reference books, mc^azines, bqlletins, folders, 
and experience charts. Children report information ,to committees or to .the 
group.. 

The teacher must be resourceful by providing opportunities jn audiovisual 
materials^^arious media or art and music. * 

She must create opportunities to motivate stuSlentS through discussions, 

committee work and field trips. * • - ^

She must seek ways to help children in making adjustments, in understanding . 
thef worth .of anl individual ^and his choices of work, and. in appreciating the f^ct . 
that through particI|5atioh and cooperation much carv be accomplished. 

Every opportunity must* be made to provide eacfi child with experience*^ that • 
Will help him to achleve^status' wl th his peer group, to See th&t he experiences 
some degree of success, and that he receives praise, througt) unit work thie ^ \ * 
resourceful teacher wjll be aware of this and tltid ways to provide these Experiences. 



In qhooslng a unit for career education the teacher must first consider 
the academic^ and social values that can be derived from it and what appeal 
it wiir have to the child. Then she must create experiences that will intro- 
duce t^e children to areas of the world of work that are related to the unit. 

She must provide a suitable and appropriate environment in the classroom 
that will help the'child to be aware of the world of work. This can be done 
by the use of charts, posters, displays, exhibi ts, 'and bulletin boards* as 
well BS providing a relaxed atmosphere in which chll.dren can move freely while 
doing their wor^(^ 

The teacher mu^t be skillful in guiding discussions, forming committees, 
and directing play activities, "rfirough becoming fami'llar with all materials 
available the teapher can lead to more teAniques for discerning the conceptual 
elements in the children's seemingly insignificant experiences. 

Tbe teather must be aware that she is attempting to acquaint the child 
with the real world of work.

The experience chart \^ a means of capturing the interests of 
children by tying their personal experiences to reading activities. 
The chart, which tells about a shared activity,, is a story produced 
co-operatively by the teacher- and the class, . 

The experience chart provides practice in a number of develop- 
♦ ^ental skills which are closely related to reading. For example: > ,
